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NUMISMATIC SHORTS. 


The cataloguing of Part II of the Appleton collection is now 
well under way and the sale will take place as soon as possible 
after its completion. This section contains the valuable series of 
ancient coins; the balance of the Oriental, including a large 
Japanese Obang; the coins of Central Europe, including many 
rare Crowns and multiples thereof, etc. 

Quarters of 1853 without arrows can be readily identified against 
fraudulent alterations from the fact that all are over 1852 and 
the 2 shows plainly under the 3. All the 1815 Half Dollars are 
over 1812 and all 1802 Half Cents over 1800. 

Genuine cents of 1804 need not be placed through the Detroit 
method of the cipher in date being opposite the O in OF in that 
date only, as that does not hold good in all cases, but in the 
stems of wreath being close under the leaves you have a feature 
of 1804 that differs from all other dates of the type. 

In the February Numismatist, it was stated that Mr. A. G, 
Heaton possessed a C. Mint 1854 gold dollar. While it is un- 
derstood that this is untrue, no correction of the statement has 
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appeared. As only 4 are given as being coined, it is nearly im- 
possible that any will ever appear. Collectors should remember 
that the 1861 D. Mint gold dollar has a very small bD and not 
the large D that temporarily caught one of the oldest dealers. 

While the 1849 Double Eagle in the Mint is unique, at least 
in the proper metal, it is not generally known that there exists 
an impression in brass. It was first in the Davis collection and 
he had it gold-plated. Secured later by Woodside it was sold 
with his patterns on April 23, 1892 for $55. What would it 
bring if offered to-day ? 


EXTRAVAGANT CATALOGUING. 


When an old-time dealer or collector picks up a modern sale 
catalogue, he can usually find enough items to fill him with dis- 
gust at the trend of present time descriptions. No reference is 
being made to conditions but the number of fakes poked on un- 
suspecting beginners is alarming. Neither is it done by the later 
day cataloguers entirely. When one of the oldest men in the 
business describes a lot as ‘1876 Nevada Dollar. Records 
above $6” it causes thought as to what we are coming to in the 
present day. This medal was never intended for nor has any re- 
lation to a dollar or any other coin; neither has its companion, 
the so called Centennial Dollar, which on the official case in 
which it was sold, is called a ‘‘ Centennial Commemoration 
Medal.’”’ Several cataloguers have tried hard to mislead col- 
lectors into believing these two pieces have some legal tender 
standing and bear the same relation to the regular coinage as 
the Lafayette Dollar, Columbian Half Dollar and other com- 
memorative coins. 

Another swindle on collectors is the cataloguing and selling 
of the so-called 1804 and 1823 Mint restrike cents at prices that 
have reached over $5 and which mostly go to new collectors. 
These coins are by no means Mint restrikes, never saw the Mint 
and the first is not even an 1804 but a miserable abomination 
made by changing an old 1803 die and using a reverse of about 
1820. 
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Another bad habit is the quoting of so-called records—‘ has 
sold over $15,” etc_—when the cataloguer knows full well that 
the price on that sale was secured through some exceptional cir- 
cumstance and the coin has never sold as high since and prob- 


ably never will unless some person is misled by that style ot 
cataloguing. 

Such comments as ‘I have never seen its equal,” “ doubtless 
the best known,” “ excessively rare or unique,” etc., may cause 
a smile from the older collectors but are pardonable in the newer 
men. They should familiarize themselves with past records and 
not call a coin “unique” simply because it has not appeared for 
a few years. I recall the remark of an old collector after going 
Over a recent sale catalogue: “I never knew I had so many 
uniques in my collection before.”
